enemy.

Temperature 109, 
Man Feels Fine 


Miami Beach, Fla., Aug. 27 —!/!'/ 


Bernard Selden, 54, was "feeling 
just fine" today after battling a 109- 
degree temperature that probably 
made him the hottest man in the 
world last week. 


Physicians at Mt. Sinai hospital 


were mystified over what caused 
the high temperature and how Sic- 
den survived it with no apparent 
harmful effects. 


A temperature of 107 to 108 us- 


ually is fatal except in some cases 
of sun or heat stroke. 


Sciden entered the hospital for 


an operation 
to remove itidney 


stones. Routinely, a nurse took hi£ 
temperature, got 109. 


Doctors got Seiden's temperature 


down to 107.
